Comment* The Persian word used for oil was "mazut” Yihich usually 
crude or fuel oil* However* it could possibly mean lubricating 
The following comments are based on the assumption that the cargo 
consisted of lubricating oil since it seems improbable that crude oil 
would b© imported from the Soviet Union* 

(a) If the oil cargoes mentioned in paragraphs IB (10), (ll), and (13) 
are added, they total approximately 640 tons* As miming that the 
cargoes mentioned in Paragraphs IB (9) and (12) wore at least 50 
tons each, the estimated overwall total oil imported into Iran 
during one week would equal 740 tons* 
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(b) Although the port of departure is 3andar Pahlevi, it is 
probable that the cargo of lubricating oil originated 
In the Soiriet Union, probably in Baku* and the stop at 
Bandar Pahlevi was for the purpose of unloading some other 
cargo e 

(c) In view of the shutting down of the Abadan refinery* 

Iranian lubricating oil will become a scarce it ecu Iran 
is now negotiating with the United States to provide 
lubricating oil* It is significant to note that the Soviet 
Union has reacted swiftly to the situation by exporting 
lubricating oi] to Iran* 

(d) Iran has asked the United States for licenses to cover the 
export of approximately 3,000 tons of lubricating oil* which 
may give some indication of the needs of Iran for this oil*
